famous Paragraph 18 of the eighth 
section of the treaty, and if France 
had the right "to occupy the Ruhr 
without her allies she no "longer pos- 
sesses it. 
One would suppose that 
this were clear but not so. The ar- 
gument of Raymond Poincare is that 
the promise given in 1920 did not and 
could not change any right given by 
the -treaty. * 
It ir applied not to cases specifical- 
ly covered by the treaty, not to cases 
in which the treaty expressly de- 
clares that France or any other gov- 
ernment may separately decide upon 
action—but only to cases' which are 
not specifically'covered by the treaty 
and to which therefore the general 
law of collective action applies. 
In 
1920 M. Milerand proceeded 


against Germany because Germany 
had sent troop_s to quell disturbances 
In demilitarized parts of Germany. 
Now as there is no question in the 
treaty of separate action in such an 
emergency, it may properly be held 
that M. Millerand was wrong. 
His 


promise was not to repeat such an 
offense if offense it were. 
. •- But failure to meet her obligations 
on the part of Germany, and the 
ensuing report to tlja,t effect by the 
Reparation Committee, is ^a matter, 
according to the "definite 
treaty 
terms, for the respective 
govern- 


ments—that is to say for the indi- 
vidual governments coming to sep- 
arate decisions. That right was not 
•aleinated. There could be no abro- 
gation of these'clauses. 
It will be seen that from a juridic 


viewpoint there is much to be said on 
these lines for the French case, and 
were'it worth while one could enter 
into detail argument. Whatever ver- 
dict a company of lawyers might 
give, the real matter-rat issue is 
wether France is really prepared to 
take the responsibility of severing 
herself from England and shattering 
the 
principle of collective action. 


Were she to do this England would 
take no further part in the applica- 
tion of'the treaty. 
After considerable inquiry In the 
most competent quarters the writer 
is convinced- of two things. . The first 
is that France does not want to take 
military aclion if satisfaction can be 
obtained in any other manner. The 
second It that France will not shrink 
from military action should it now or 
hereafter be considered necessary. 


Only in the last resort, however, Is 


occupation possible and there are so 
many delaying processes, so many 
formalities.- so many legal precau- 
tions, so much reluctance, that it is 
difficult 
to 
imagine 
circumstances 


i which would precipitate the occupa- 
tion. France is aware of all the dis- 
advantages and from the beginning it 
seemed certain, that sofK means of 
averting the necessity of action would 
be found.

provement have been proposed. The 
Swiss exporters have in particular 
been interested in the improvement 
of the water course between Basel1 
and Strasbourg, but so far nohting 
definite has been done since the war. 
At a meeting of the commission held 
at Strasbourg -this spring the French 
presented a project for the construc- 
tion of a dam across tM river at 
Kembs, in Upper Alsace, so as to get 
hydoelectric power for the industries 
of their newly recovered Province. 
This project, talked of for some •time 
alarmed the Swiss, who saw in it 
danger of interference with their 
highway to the sea. 
The French proposal Included a 


lateral canal from Basel to Kembs 
and 
the 
construction 
of suitable 


locks, in order to ccsncljiate the Swiss 
they promised to submit the canal, 
although located in French territory, 
to the same Jurisdiction as the river/ 
bed, 
to make the capacity of the 


canal no less than the river would 
be when regulated, and to co-operate 
with Swiss and German capital in the 


from Basel to Straubourg. 


At first the Swiss delegates voted 
against the lateral canal, though all 


other members of the commis- 
were repojrted to have voted for 


it. 
Then the Swiss returned home 


for a consultation with the Swiss 
Federal Council, which after confer- 
ing with representatives pf Basel and 
its environs, instructed the 
Swiss 


Rhine Commissioners to accept the 
compromise of a combine plan for 
the plant and the improvement of 
the river as far as Strasbourg. 
Prior to the session of the Rhine 


commission the Union and the Eng- 
lish Chambers of Commerce had vot- 
ed a vigorous set of resolutions, re- 
questing the British government to 
support the Swiss in their objection 
to the dam across the Rhine which 
the English business men also feared 
would interfere with free traffic on 
the river. 
During jthe war certain 


British business men, interested in 
European trade, strongly advocated 
making the Rhine an international 
waterway as part of. the peace stip- 
ulations. 
The.suggestion was made 
that by direct barges the British coal 
mines might sup_ply fuel for the ore 
district of Lorraine. 
The Chamber 


of Commerce resolution also favored 
the Swiss scheme of regulating the 
flow of the Rhine between Basel and 
Strasbourg, whether the French pro- 
ject were put through or not. 
Long before the war plans were 


made for diverting part of the waters 


e upper Rhine by nanies of a 
lateral 
canal 
which 
would flow 


rough the heart of Alsace and then 


rejoin the river at Strasbourg. Such 
a canal would pass through seven 
different levels and at each change 
of level there would arise a power 
plant and factories. Already a small 
canal - joining the- Khine and th«- 
Rhone 'cuts trrough the. province 
from Mulhausen to Strasbourg, but 
the new one would have a much 
greater flow to carry barges of 2,000 
tons. Certain irrigation schemes are 
linked with this project, ,of which the 
dam and power plant at Kembs is 
but the beginning*. 
'A few weeks ago there was formed 
at Nancy a Societe Regionale d'Et- 
udes du Rhin' to which the business 
interests of 24 cities on the French 
side of the Rhine are represented. 
The ' initial capital is but 500.000 
francs. If the compromise with the 
Swiss over the dam at Kembs is rat- 
ified, however, an increase may be 
expected. The purpose oJt the societe 
is announced as "power, irrigation, 
navigation." 
On their side of the Rhine the Ger- 


mans have this year formed the 
most heavily capitalized concern in

DAYS FOUND IN CELLAR 


LYJCCHBURO, Va., June 2«.—J>t- 


teis written SO years ago from her 
home In Connecticut, before her mar- 
iiagf, by Mrs. Jacob i. Yoder, now 
of this city, to her brother, Lieut. 
George H. Whittaker. then of the 
First California volunteers, have re-

vent discovery by other riders who 
traveled the sane lonely trail.

Rapid Rise Of 


Jap Women 
Big Achievement 


LOXDOX, June 26 —For a highly 


civilized people, the status of Japan- 
ese women would seem incredibly 
"low did not one remember that the 
"westernization" of Japan is of re- 
cent origin. 
Little more than half 


a century ago, that country had yet 
to emerge from feudalism, and for 
only 35 years has it enjoyed a writ- 
ten Constitution. 
StiU. considering 


that 
deep-rooted 
Asiatic prejudice 


•which even in most enlightened cir- 
cles would make of woman her hus- 
band's chattel—considering also her 
peculiar isolation from all progres- 
sive thought, the rise of the Japanese 
women is one of the big achieve- 
ments of modern limes. 


Two things which at first sight 


seem the anthithesis of each other— 
Christianity and the industrial sys- 
tem—are 
responsible, 
chiefly, 
for 


that rapid rise, still a startling- novel- 
ty to the people of Japan. The sub- 
jection of woman was part and parcel 
of the national religion—a mixture 
of Buddihsm and Confucianism—and 
it *R not surprising therefore that the 
spread of Christianity brought a rad- 
cal change of opini<jn on this point 
Still, it was the factory which crys- 
tallized incipient thought, and pre- 
cipitated the famimst movement in 
Japan. 


There are some model 
factories 


there, conducted in full accordance 
with the most up-to-date theories of 
industrial welfare. 
But they are of 


exception rather than the rule.

tory conditions for most women and 
girls-—-of \\hom 200,000 enter indus-
